In the section on. corrections, Ar- 
thur 'WToods, police commissioner of. 
New York, and Mrs. Alice. Stebbin 
Wells, a member of'the Los Angeles 
police force, will discuss the police as 
a social force. 


Closer co-operation between social 


agencies and the public schools will 
be considered in a section devoted 
to discussion of children. The pro- 
gram for this part of the convention 
calls for the .apearance of William 
Wirt, superintendent of schools 
at. 
Gary, Ind., and Miss Anna Herkner of 
the Maryland Bureau of Statistics and 
Information. 
Mr. Wirt will explain
